Terre Haute is on the brink of a highway squabble. The squabble involves 
Mayor Tucker versus the State Highway Commission. 


On Wednesday, May 4, Mayor Tucker was in the offices of WTHI-TV with 
Helen Ryan and Joe Higgins requesting time on television to "take" to the people 
the Interstate Route 70 problem. Tucker gave us his side of the story. Joe Higgins 
visited with Commissioner H. E. Bodine in the latter's office in Indianapolis on 
Friday, May 6 at 9:30 A.M. 


To air on television the problems between the city administration and the 
State Highway Commission, the matter could be handled in one of four various 
methods: 


Method 1 We could invite Mayor Tucker and a representative of the State 
Highway Department to each give his side of the story as to the probiems invoived 
in continuing the work effort of Interstate Route 70 south of Terre Haute. 


Method 2 WTHI-TV could air the problems by using Howard T. Batman as the 
moderator in telling the story in three stages: Stage 1 would be to tell the back- 
ground of the public hearings that were held on June 19, 1958; Stage 2 would be 
with the aid of visual helps show where this highway is proposed to be located; 
and Stage 3 would be to tell what has to be done before the highway work will 
commenct. 


Method 3 would be to have a clarification from Tucker that he is not going 
to oppose the State Highway Commission on any of their proposed plons, thereby 
no longer interposing any delay, and then from the positive standpoint tell the 
growth story of the twelve million dollar highway project being built in this area 
to serve the flow of traffic east and west, north and south of Terre Haute. This 
has all the possibilities of a very strong optimistic story to encourage the people 
to know more about the letting of all the bids in June and July of 1960 for this 
proposed Highway 70. 


Method 4 would be have Howard Batman moderate a program with two members 
from the city (Tucker and anyone he wants to select) ond the State Highway Depart- 
ment and a guest, for a half hour of pure controversy .

Public legal notices were published on June 12, 1958, in the Terre Haute 
Star, and again in the Terre Haute Tribune on June 15, 1958. The State Highway

The next date as recorded by Mr. Bodine is September 17, 1959, when Mr. 
Bodine, Russ Cooper, Assistant Chief Engineer, were in Terre Haute to visit with 
Mayor Ralph Tucker and the Chamber of Commerce regarding the relocation of 
IR 70. At this meeting the State Highway Dept. was informed that the highway 
was scheduled to go through the center of the proposed sewage. disposal plant. 


Many suggestions were made by all parties concemed, and there was a 
compromise by the State Highway Dept. that they would eliminate the clover- 
leaf at Route 63 (Prairieton Road) and IR 70 so as to provide enough area for the' 
sewage disposal plant. 


September 29, 1959, Mayor Tucker was sent a letter from the State Highway 
Dept. outlining the new plans. Also, under separate cover corrected maps were 
mailed to Mayor Tucker. 


April 7, 1960, Mayor Tucker was in Mr. Bodine's office in indianapolis 
discussing the sewage disposal as this was the date that the remonstrators had to 
file their opposition to the Indiana decision with the U.S. Supreme Court. Mr. 
Bodine had indication from discussions that the maps mailed on September 29, 
1959, were never opened. 


April 14, 1960, Mayor Tucker had Ray Thomas, Frank Crawford and Mr. 
Hardman-engineer, Mike Ellis, together with the Public Health representatives 
and State Highway representatives to discuss further the proposed IR 70 through 
the center of the sewage disposal plant on the Birch Ijams property. Mr. Bodine 
says in this meeting it was brought out that the option to the ground owned by 
Birch ljarns had expired. Also, that Metcalf and Eddy, who had been in touch 
with Mayor Tucker prior to the April 14 date, assured Mayor Tucker and the State 
Board of Health that the plans owned by the City of Terre Haute needed to be 


revised and modified. Concensus of opinion was that Mayor Tucker owned obsolete 
plans and had no place to build a sewoge disposal plant. 
Also, at this meeting it was suggested by Mayor Tucker that the proposed 


highway should be further south of Margaret Avenue. However, the Highway 
Dept. would oppose this because it would add 5 miles additional to the highway. 


— 77 April 26, 1960, Gambill, Cox, Zwerner & Gambill interposed opposition 
to the State Highway Dept. on behalf of the Weston Paper Co. This was the 


result of a meeting held in Indianapolis with Mr. Virgil Brown: This controversy 
originates when the State Board of Health in January 1960 ordered the Weston 
Paper Co. to stop polluting the Wabash River. Weston Paper Co. is opposing 
the State Highway on the theory that the State Board of Health orders Weston 
Paper Co. to build a disposal system, and then the State Highway Commission 
institutes condemnation proceedings for the same land for another public use. 
However, Weston Paper Co. has assured the Highway Dept. they plan to explore 
other ways and means of developing a disposal spray plant or use another method 
to carry off their objectionable waste. 


Metcalf and Eddy Engineering firm employed by the City in 1954, have 
been in constant touch with the State Highway Dept. trying to clarify the area 
needs enginerring-wise for a Terre Haute sewage disposal plant. 


According to Bodine, the City of Terre Haute has relinquished all rights to 
oppose this highway plan. 


Mr. Bodine said the State Highway Dept. had planned to let all contracts 
to build this section of IR 70 in June or July. This could mean a business of 
approximately twelve million dollars to this community, and also make sure 
that this future development and improvement in our area was underway.

continued into town on the same 
angle as it now bears until it 
passed Ninth Street, then far out 
into the country. ^ |. : 

Instead of continuing ‘down 
Wabash Avenue, the survey ran 
directly at the same angle and 
closed with “the intersection of 
Fifth and Ohio streets in the Town 
of Terre Haute.” They planned 
nothing but building a bridge 
across the river. 

It is said that the czar of Russia 
used a method for laying out roads 
somewhat similar to our own 
government’s method. He laid a 
ruler across the map and drew a 
straight line from one point to the 
other. 

In our case, after leaving Wheel- 
ing on the Ohio River, the line ran 
directly to Columbus, the capital of 
Ohio, and directly to Indianapolis, 
and from there to Vandalia, then 
the capital of Illinois. ^ ^ ^ ' 

A direct line from Vandalia to 
the capital of Missouri would have 
crossed the Mississippi River at 
Alton, but the engineers headed 
their line toward St. Louis, then as 
now the largest city on the river. 
Naturally, the Illinois legislature 
favored building up one of their 

own cities and the dispute finally 
ended when the government aban- 


: doned, the. whole project and the 


states took it over. 

. The main travel on the National 
Road still followed this route across 
the river by a ferry at the foot of 
Ohio Street. The story is told that

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from the eastern bluff (near where 
Highland Lawn Cemetery is now), 
the land from the foot of the hill 
almost to Terre Haute was covered 
with a foot or*more of water.

“Indianapolis. About the same time 
a road was started to Richmond, 
when government surveyors, mov- 
ing slowly from the east laying out 
the National Road, reached the 
Indiana state line. Here they 
discovered that the direct line from 
Columbus to Indianapolis would 
cross a small creek several times 
and miss Richmond by a few miles. 
They advised Washington this 
could be avoided if they went south 
a few miles on the state line and 
passed through Richmond and 
Cambridge on a state road already 
in operation. According to their 
notes made in 1827, the road from 
Terre Haute to Indianapolis 
presented no such difficulty, so 
they followed this state road very 
closely, referring to “mile trees” on 
the road. ۲ 
As they approached Terre Haute 


heavy damage. During some con=" 
struction work a man was killed 
and another injured so severely he 
died later. 

In the early. Fifties the 
Drawbridge Co., owners of the 
bridge at that time, decided to 
build a bridge at the foot of Wabash 
Street and used most of the timber 
from the old bridge in its construc- 
tion.

estimates showed the middle of 

routes was the most desirable 
one. With a few changes, this is the 
present route from Terre Haute to 
West Terre Haute. 

The original grade went to meet 
the bridge at Ohio Street, and 
when the Wabash Street bridge 
was built, a spur was built from it 
to meet the grade, hence the bend 
in the road after leaving the bridge. 
After the grade was built, sup- 
posedly above any high water, 
there came the flood of 1858, 
surpassing the previous record of 
182 


Because of the two railroads and 
the National Road grades, this 
vicinity had forced the water to rise 
much higher. In 1864 the Terre 
Haute Drawbridge Co. built the old 
covered bridge. In 1870 this was 
bought by the county and made a 
free bridge. 

In 1905 the traction ‘company 
built a street-car line from the end 
of the bridge to Macksville carrying 
the trolley wire through the old 
bridge, but the passengers 
transferred through ‘it. : Agitation

The ”bridge now scheduled for 
demolishing and replacing was an 
exception to most county contracts 
in that the engineers were 
Professor Malverd A. Howe of Rose 
Polytechnic Institute and Pen- 
nsylvania engineer F.A. Starbuck, 
and the work was completed on 
time with no extras. 


when Chauncey Rose built the 
Prairie House he diverted traffic by 
building د‎ fence along the south 
side between the present Eighth 
and Ninth streets and the bend in 
the street still shows his choice of 
the route. 

While the 1827 survey carried 
the road to a proposed bridge at the 
foot of Wabash Street, later known 
as National Road Street, from the 
west bank of the river the National 
Road cut across the bottoms 6 
reach the high ground on the west 
as it does today. 

There were two other roads 
across the bottoms: the Paris Road, 
much as it is now, and the River 
Road. But much of the year they 
were almost impassable. Not until 
the heavy travel began on the 
National Road was any plan to 
bridge the river on the National 
Road attempted. 

Apparently: no contract was let, 
as though the engineers intended 
to build the bridge themselves, 
because in 1858 the stone on the 
west bank intended for the bridge 
with two barges and a tow boat 
were sold and the stone used to 
build the piers for the old covered 
railroad bridge of the Terre Haute 
& Alton Railroad, later a part of the 
Big Four system. This is the stone 
which forms the west abutments 
and part of the piers of the present 
bridge. A dispute with the state of 
Illinois caused abandonment of the 
project. 

The first bridge at the foot of 
Ohio Street was merely an open 

plank trestle supported on piling 
dived into the river bed. This 
frequently failed during high water 
when it was d and im- 
passable to traffic. . 

On one occasion the steamboat 
American Star rammed the bridge 
and carried away part of it. A 
lengthy lawsuit was decided in 
favor of the bridge owners. 

According to C.C. Oakey, a storm 
caused the steamboat Crescent to 
be blown into the bridge. causing 
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known as he became in لا‎ 
years as leader of the Socialist, 
Party.

Thomas Laws, who operated 
the previously mentioned black- 
smith shop at 11th and Wabash, 
assisted with any repair work 
along with the building of the 
railroad shops then under con- 
struction. 


William Baugh, a Terre 
Haute resident, was the engi- 
neer when the first train was 
run from Terre Haute to India- 
napolis in 1852. This convinced 
Wabash Valley residents that 
Terre Haute was now one of the 
important cities in the state and 
nation. 


In 1857, Daniel Debs, father 
of Eugene V. Debs, purchased for 
only a few hundred dollars the 
northeast corner of 11th and Wa- 
bash, directly across from the 
blacksmith shop on the north- 
west corner. 


A few years later, the Debs 
family purchased the northwest 
corner, and in 1860 put up a 
building. Some 45 years later, 
that building was wrecked to en- 
able Western Refining Co. to 
build its “modern oil and gaso- 
line station” there. The Debs’ 
heirs were paid $19,000 for the 
site. 

E.V. Debs was not as well 
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connect with lines running to the 
east. 


Selected as terminals were 
Richmond on the east and Terre 
Haute on the west. As early as 
1852, the line was completed as 
far as Indianapolis, and the first 
train had run over it. 

In those days, in order to get 
an engine to Terre Haute, it was 
necessary to bring it down the 
Ohio River and up the Wabash & 
Erie Canal to Terre Haute. This 
was the route of the first engine 
to draw a train out of town. 


The man who supervised the 
journey of that engine to town 
was Charles R. Peddle, a man 
who impressed Chauncey Rose 
with his skills and competence. 
People came from miles around 
to witness the coming of the first 
locomotive to Terre Haute. 

People left their homes and 
jobs to watch this important 


Back in 1854, Chauncey Rose 
platted and recorded his new 
subdivision containing a little 
more than 47 acres, bounded on 
the south by the National Road, 
on the west and north by the 
Terre Haute & Richmond Rail- 
road, and on the east by a line 
dividing the east and west 
halves of Section 22. 


This irregular piece of real es- 
tate contained streets whose 
names are unfamiliar to readers 
now some 139 years later. 


The City Council, in its wis- 
dom, saw fit to change the 
names of the streets as shown on 
the original plat. The National 
Road became Wabash Avenue; 
Cherry Street, east of the rail- 
road, became Mulberry Street; 
Mulberry Street, east of the rail- 
road, became Eagle; Eagle, east 
of the railroad, became Chest- 
nut; Elk Street became 11th; 
Fawn Street became 12th; and 
Prairie Street became 13th 
Street. 


In the early days, the north- 
west corner of 11th and Wabash 
was the site of a small black- 
smith shop where local repairs 
for the first railroad, then the 
only one passing through town, 
were made. The first buildings of 
the Vandalia shops were under 
construction. 


It was Chauncey Rose who se- 
cured the right-of-way for an 
across-state railroad, the object 
being to build across the state to
